Phonathon  held 

A  five  day  “Phonathon" 
fund  raiser  Is  currently  being 
held  In  the  Halleck  Center  Ball¬ 
room.  The  Phonathon  began 
on  Mar.  20  and  Is  ending  this 
evening  at  10  p.m.  Every  eve¬ 
ning  starting  at  6  p.m.  stu¬ 
dents  have  been  calling  alumni 
to  solicit  donations  for  Saint 
Joseph's  College.  The 
Phonathon  has  been  held  an¬ 
nually  at  the  end  of  March 
since  1984.  In  1984,  It  was  re¬ 
instated  In  order  to  raise 
money  for  a  three-to-one 
matching  grant  from  the  Na¬ 
tional  Endowment  for  the 
Humanities. 

The  average  amount  col¬ 
lected  during  a  Phonathon  Is 
approximately  $100,000.  All 
of  the  funds  raised  by  the 
Phonathon  are  to  be  used 
within  the  general  operating 
budget 

Students  have  been  vol¬ 
unteering  their  time  by  assist¬ 
ing  to  raise  money.  In  order  to 
bolster  student  participation 
In  the  Phonathon,  several  pro¬ 
fessors  have  made  taking  part 
of  the  event  worth  extra  credit. 
Students  also  are  eligible  to 
win  cash  prizes  of  $20,  $40. 
and  $60  each  night  as  an 
added  Incentive. 

According  to  Inge 
Erickson,  Director  of  Devel¬ 
opment  at  Saint  Joseph's  Col¬ 
lege,  donations  from  the 
Phonathon,  as  well  as  a  large 
variety  of  other  sources,  con¬ 
sist  of  a  substantial  part  of  the 
budget  at  Saint  Joseph's. 
Erickson  also  stated  that  If 
every  student  paid  one 
hundred  percent  of  their  tui¬ 
tion  costs  only  forty-five  per¬ 
cent  of  the  operating  costs  of 
Saint  Joseph's  College  would 
be  covered.  Moreover,  approxi¬ 
mately  seventy-five  percent  of 
the  students  attending  Saint 
Joseph's  College  are  on  stu¬ 
dent  aid  which  further  reduces 
the  cash  flow  generated. 
Erickson  states  that  success¬ 
ful  fund  raising  activities  are 
crucial  to  the  continuing  op- 
eratlon  of  the  College.

Elghty-one  women  were  left 
without  the  comfort  and  shelter 
of  their  dorm  rooms  when  an 
evening  fire  damaged  Halas  Hall 
Friday,  Mar.  18. 

The  accidental  fire  began  on 
the  first  floor  as  a  result  of  a 
candle  In  a  student’s  room.  Steve 
Phillips,  SJC  Security,  was  one 
of  the  first  people  at  the  dorm. 
Phillips  entered  the  burning 
building  to  make  sure  no  one 
was  Inside. 

Within  seven  minutes  and 
thirteen  seconds,  the  Rensselaer 
volunteer  fire  department  was  on 
campus.  Before  water  could  be 
used  to  extinguish  the  flame,  fire 
fighters  walked  through  the 
building.  The  fire  was  extin¬ 
guished  within  ten  minutes  from 
the  time  the  fire  department  ar¬ 
rived. 

Halas  Hall  suffered  smoke 
damage  throughout  all  three 
floors.  Four  rooms  are  essen¬ 
tially  destroyed.  The  fire  spread 
from  the  original  room  to  an 
adjoining  room  through  an  open 
window.  The  two  rooms  on  first 
floor  are  destroyed,  according  to 
William  Manlscalco,  Vice  Presi¬ 
dent  for  Student  Affairs.  The  two 
rooms  above  the  fire  on  second 
floor  are  sixty  percent  destroyed 
and  the  two  rooms  on  third  floor 
experienced  heavy  smoke  and 
heat  damaged. 

No  one  was  hurt  In  the  fire. 
Two  students  were  sent  to  the 
Jasper  County  Hospital  Friday 
night.  Both  students  were  re¬ 
leased  within  hours.  Several 
members  of  Maniscalco’s  staff 
have  undergone  examination  for 
possible  effects  from  exposure  to 
the  toxic  air  In  the  dorm.  Three 
of  the  staff  members  are  cur¬ 


rently  on  antibiotics  with  lim¬ 
ited  access  to  Halas  because  of 
developing  respiratory  problems 
connected  with  smoke  Inhala¬ 
tion. 

Chris  Zanowskl  and  Anita 
Heisig,  co-directors  of  Campus 
Life,  worked  hard  to  ensure  that 
the  women  of  Halas  had  some¬ 
where  to  stay.  Most  of  the  women 
were  housed  In  Justin  Hall. 

The  state  fire  marshall 
worked  throughout  the  day  re¬ 
constructing  the  fire.  According 
to  the  fire  marshall,  Halas  Hall 
cannot  be  occupied  for  the  re¬ 
mainder  of  the  semester.  It  will 
be  eight  to  ten  weeks  before  the 
dorm  will  be  Inhabitable. 

In  order  to  allow  students 
back  In  the  dorm  to  live,  the 
building  has  to  be  encapsulated 
In  plastic  and  ozone  has  to  be 
pumped  In  to  clean  the  air. 
Cleaning,  painting  and  recon¬ 
struction  are  necessary.  While 
there  Is  little  structural  damage 
,  some  door  frames  warped  from 
heat  and  need  to  be  replaced. 

Manlscalco  said  that  Halas 
was  a  “well  designed  building" 
which  helped  keep  damage  to  a 
minimum.  The  heat,  which  is 
estimated  to  have  reached  tem¬ 
peratures  around  900  degrees, 
was  contained  within  the  cinder 
block  walls  and  cement  floors. 

Residents  of  Halas  Hall  have 
been  permanently  placed  in 
rooms  In  Justin  and  Schwleter- 
mann  Halls.  Justin  houses 
around  60  students  from  Halas 
by  filling  vacant  and  private 
rooms.  Schwletermann  houses 
21  women  with  Jen  Yagelskl 
acting  as  the  RA  The  other  two 
RAs  will  help  In  Justin.  "I've 
never  been  more  proud  of  a 
student  body,"  said  Manlscalco 


concerning  student  reaction. 

"The  support  of  the  campus 
has  been  Incredible  and  very 
helpful.  Things  are  not  going  to 
be  the  same  for  some. ..but  what 
we  have  to  remember  Is  that  no 
one  was  Injured.  We  must  also 
remember  that  we  can  replace  a 
stereo  or  clothes,  but  we  can't 
replace  a  human  life,"  said  So¬ 
phomore  Elizabeth  True  whose 
room  the  fire  originated  In. 

“I  think  the  College  Is  doing 
all  that  they  can  to  help  us  out. 

I  would  Just  like  to  tell  you  that 
I  want  to  go  back  to  Halas.  It  is 
my  homel"  said  Freshman  Beth 
Liming. 

Residents  were  able  to  enter 
Halas  with  special  permission 
from  parents  and  Insurance 
agents  on  Sunday,  Mar.  20. 
Waivers  had  to  be  signed  for 
Insurance  purposes. .  So  far,  64 
waivers  have  been  signed.  Four 
students  are  without  insurance. 

Student  Insurance  claims 
need  to  be  handled  through 
parental  homeowners  Insurance. 
Homeowners  Insurance  gener¬ 
ally  covers  ten  percent  of  belong¬ 
ings  out  of  the  home  of  what  the 
entire  policy  covers. 

To  help  with  Immediate  ex¬ 
penses,  the  school  has  given  all 
the  Halas  residents  a  $50  gift. 
Manlscalco  stressed  that  the 
money  Is  not  a  loan.  "It  is  a  free 
gift  of  the  College  to  the  students 
to  help  students  get  back  on 
track,"  he  said. 

Vicki  Kosowsky  of  the  Stu¬ 
dent  Affairs  Office  said  that  Saint 
Joseph's  College  Is  examining 
experimental  alternatives  to 
repair  the  four  destroyed  rooms. 
One  alternative  Is  to  possibly 
connect  the  two  adjacent  rooms 
In  suites  with  private  bathrooms.

"User  friendly"  campus  not 
found  at  Saint  Joseph’s 

Disabled  students  unable  to  attend 


Have  you  ever  thought  about  the  weather 
outside  from  the  perspective  that  if  the  sidewalks 
were  icy  you  may  not  be  able  to  go  outside?  Have 
you  ever  been  hindered  from  going  Inside  a  build¬ 
ing  because  stairs  are  too  hard  for  you  to  climb? 
These  are  questions  my  brother  Mike,  and  many 
people  with  disabilities  all  over  the  world  deal 
with  everyday. 

Mike,  although  he  has  been  disabled 
since  he  was  a  small  child,  has  overcome  many 
obstacles  In  his  life.  He  walked  at  five  years  old 
after  doctors  told  my  parents  that  he  never 
would.  He  was  mainstreamed  Into  public  school 
and  did  wonderfully.  Now,  he  will  soon  graduate 
from  Vincennes  University  with  a  degree  In  Fi¬ 
nance,  and  he  will  be  transferring  to  a  four-year 
school  next  fall. 

When  looking  at  schools  to  transfer  to. 
his  first  choice  was  Saint  Joseph's.  He  had  heard 
my  parents  and  me  boast  about  what  a  great 
place  it  Is.  Mike,  like  any  other  student,  would 
definitely  benefit  from  the  Individual  attention 
from  professors  and  the  staff  here.  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  would  also  make  him  feel  welcome  and  he 
would  be  part  of  the  mainstream. 

But  In  reality,  Mike  cannot  attend  Saint 
Joseph’s.  Yes,  Seifert  Is  handicap  accessible  and 
so  is  the  Science  Building,  but  what  about  the 
rest  of  the  school?  The  Halleck  Center,  even 
though  It  was  built  in  the  last  twenty-five  years 
Is  a  disabled  person's  nightmare.  Stairs  lead  to 
every  floor,  and  the  only  elevator  Is  a  freight 
elevator  In  which  you  must  climb  steps  to  get  to! 

Because  of  this,  Mike  and  any  other 
potential  disabled  student,  would  be  cut  of  the 
center  of  activity  on  this  campus.  He  could  not 
eat,  go  to  the  HUB.  visit  Campus  Ministry  or 
Campus  Life.  He  could  not  join  his  friends  at 
Core  XI,  without  causing  him  much  pain  and 
possible  physical  strain.  Makes  you  wonder  why 
that  building  even  has  handicapped  parking, 
doesn't  it? 

He  could  not  attend  mass,  or  pick  up  a 
package,  and  a  radio  show  would  be  out  of  the 
question  as  well.  In  actuality  this  campus  is  In  no 
way  "user  friendly”  to  the  disabled.  What  if  he , 


had  friends  that  lived  on  the  third  floor  of  Gallagher, 
Halas,  or  Justin?  Or  even  the  second  floor  for  that 
matter?  Is  it  fair  to  stop  him  from  visiting  his 
friends? 

Mike,  has  chosen  to  attend  Ball  State  Uni¬ 
versity.  He  Is  scared  about  attending  such  a  large, 
public,  school—  but  he  Is  left  with  no  other  choice. 
Ball  State,  although  large  In  size,  is  the  most  handi¬ 
capped  accessible  school  In  the  state  of  Indiana, 
and  hopefully  It  will  be  a  good  place  for  him.  He  Is 
sad  about  not  getting  the  chance  to  go  to  Saint 
Joseph’s,  and  so  am  1. 

Saint  Joseph’s  College,  Is  a  wonderful  com¬ 
munity.  It  Is  friendly,  welcoming,  and  very  accept¬ 
ing.  1  think  it  Is  a  shame  that  the  people  who  could 
benefit  from  this  type  of  community  the  most,  must 
go  to  school  at  other  schools,  because  of  the  Col¬ 
lege's  lack  of  sensitivity  and  urgency  to  this  matter. 
Not  only  does  the  physical  make-up  of  the  College 
prohibit  students  that  are  disabled  from  attending 
Saint  Joseph's,  it  prohibits  disabled  faculty  and 
staff  from  finding  Jobs  here  as  well. 

Not  only  would  disabled  students  benefit 
from  the  close-knit  environment  of  Saint  Joseph’s, 
but  other  students  would  benefit  from  the  Interac¬ 
tion  and  exposure  to  disabled  students.  The  more 
people  with  disabilities  are  mainstreamed  Into  our 
communities,  the  easier  It  is  for  society  to  end  their 
prejudices  and  stop  their  discrimination. 

I  understand  that  Saint  Joseph’s  Is  a  private 
school,  with  little  public  aid,  and  the  College  may 
not  be  liable  to  remodel  buildings  under  the  Ameri¬ 
cans  With  Disabilities  Act. 

But  I  find  it  appalling,  that  a  school  such  as 
ours,  a  diverse,  Christian  community,  has  made 
little  or  no  attempt  to  accommodate  or  welcome  dis¬ 
abled  students,  faculty  and  staff.  Maybe  a  lack  of 
money  is  the  problem,  but  I  find  it  hard  to  Imagine 
that  this  is  an  issue  that  has  been  given  much 
thought  and  time  from  the  administration. 

I  propose  that  before  we  build  a  new  CORE 
building,  that  will  be  handicapped  accessible,  that 
we  seriously  think  about  where  these  handicapped 
students,  faculty,  and  staff  members  will  eat,  sleep, 
buy  their  books  and  hang  out  with  their  friends.

Klockow,  a  Rensselaer  dentist, 
donated  eighty  toothbrushes  and 
toothpaste  to  the  Halas  women. 

Student  Association  gave  me 
renewed  hope  in  student  gov¬ 
ernment.  SA  officers  were  pres¬ 
ent  at  meetings  offering  support 
for  their  classmates.  SA  also 
sponsored  a  get  together  Satur¬ 
day  night  for  the  students  af¬ 
fected  by  the  fire. 

The  Rensselaer  fire  depart¬ 
ment  was  on  the  scene  quickly. 
The  fire  was  put  out  in  decent 
time.  Without  their  quick  ac¬ 
tions,  the  damage  could  have 
been  worsened. 

The  Halas  Hall  RAs  were 
instrumental  In  ensuring  that 
all  students  were  safely  out  of 
the  building.  The  fast  actions 
and  quick  thinking  on  their  part 
limited  student  Injury.  (Two 
students  were  hospitalized  for 
smoke  inhalation— both  were 
relased  within  hours.) 

For  the  most  part,  the  women 
of  Justin  have  been  extremely 
supportive  during  these  hard 
times.  The  ladies  have  done 
everything  possible  to  make  the 
next  few  weeks  as  comfortable 
as  possible. 

The  residents  of  Schwieter- 
mann  Hall  have  been  kind 
enough  to  open  up  their  home  to 
the  ladies  of  Halas  as  well. 

Security  has  been  watching 
the  building  to  make  sure  no  one 
enters  without  permission.  Steve 
Phillips  of  the  Security  team  also 
rushed  into  the  buring  building 
to  make  sure  students  were 
safely  outside. 

Maintenance  crews  worked 
quickly  to  seal  the  building. 
Already,  clean  up  has  begun  with 


lounge  furniture  being  removed 
for  cleaning. 

SJC  faculty  and  staff  have 
been  supportive.  Professors 
were  present  in  full  force  on 
Saturday  to  offer  support.  Most 
professors  even  offered  hous¬ 
ing  to  the  students. 

Chris  Zanowskl  and  Anita 
Heisig  were  lndespensible 
throughout  the  weekend.  While 
Anita  made  sure  all  the  women 
had  somewhere  to  stay,  Chris 
handed  out  presriptions  and 
pizza.  Both  worked  hard  to 
calm  everyone. 

William  Maniscalco  offered 
information  to  the  students  as 
soon  as  he  knew  of  it.  He  was 
straight  forward  and  honest 
with  the  students. 

Dr.  Albert  Shannon  and 
First  Lady,  MJ,  were  strong 
throughout  the  situation.  Dr. 
Shannon  walked  through 
Justin  several  times  Friday 
night  to  make  sure  everyone 
was  alright.  MJ  offered  support 
and  comfort  to  the  women. 

The  men  of  SJC  who  stayed 
to  comfort  their  classmates 
helped  more  than  they  probably 
realize.  The  men  who  carried 
soot-covered  belongings  out  of 
Halas  Hall  were  a  huge  help  to 
the  ladles  of  Halas. 

All  considered,  the  situation 
at  Halas  Hall  was  handled  pro¬ 
fessionally,  sympathetically  and 
loving.  The  people  involved  in 
handling  the  emergency  did  the 
best  job  possible.  And  although 
losing  four  dorm  rooms  and 
several  personal  possessions  is 
tragic,  Saint  Joseph's  College 
proved  Itself  stong  and  commu¬ 
nity-based.

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Celebrating  Women’s 
History  Month  at  SJC 

A  look  back  at  women  on  campus -

March  is  nationally  recog¬ 
nized  as  Women's  History 
Month.  In  commemoration,  it  is 
appropriate  to  remember  the 
many  women  that  have  played 
an  important  part  at  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  College.  Women  are 
usually  recognized  as  having 
first  arrived  here  in  the  fall  of 
1968  as  students,  but  the  his¬ 
tory  of  women  at  the  College 
actually  goes  back  to  when  the 
College  was  established. 

The  first  prominent  woman 
was  Katharine  Drexel,  a  wealthy 
Philadelphia  banking  heiress, 
who  paid  for  the  land  and  erec¬ 
tion  of  school  buildings  for  the 
Saint  Joseph's  Indian  Normal 
School.  She  then  entered  a 
convent  and  in  1891  took  her 
vows  as  the  first  sister  of  the 
new  order  of  the  Blessed  Sacra¬ 
ment.  Drexel  Hall  has  been 


named  in  her  honor. 

The  first  women  on  Saint 
Joseph's  campus  were  the  Pre¬ 
cious  Blood  Sisters,  who  arrived 
in  1891.  There  were  approxi¬ 
mately  24  Sisters  and  they  were 
here  to  provide  kitchen  and  laun¬ 
dry  services  for  the  students.  They 
provided  these  services  until 
about  1958. 

In  1938,  a  woman  named 
Pauline  Tonner,  performed  on  the 
College  stage  for  the  first  time 
where  she  sang  with  the  College 
Orchestra.  But  since  the  College 
had  a  strict  seminary,  she  had  to 
sing  back  stage  where  she  would 
not  be  seen.  Then  in  1939,  four 
girls  from  the  Rensselaer  com¬ 
munity  were  allowed  to  perform 
in  a  College  play.  Up  until  this 
time  men  had  played  the  roles  of 
women  in  every  play. 

In  1948,  women  wanting  to 
be  nuns  were  enrolled  on  cam¬

pus.  Most  of  these  women  were 
studying  to  become  elementary 
school  teachers  and  studied 
during  the  summer  months.  Mary 
Lou  Worland  became  the  first 
female  to  enroll  for  classes  dur¬ 
ing  a  regular  school  term  in  1 952. 
In  1956,  two  Precious  Blood  Sis¬ 
ters  Joined  the  faculty  along  with 
a  third  professor  named  Miss 
Emily  Chen,  who  was  the  first 


female  lay  teacher  and  also  the 
first  non-Christian  to  teach  at 
Saint  Joseph’s  College.  The 
first  lay  woman  to  attend  the 
College,  Nancy  J.  Dye,  gradu¬ 
ated  in  1960. 

There  were  several  commut¬ 
ing  female  students  that  at¬ 
tended  before  the  College  actu¬ 
ally  became  co-ed.  Finally  in 
1968,  eighty  female  students 


moved  into  the  east  wing  of  the 
newly  finished  Justin  Hall.  In 
1993,  SJC  commemorated  25 
years  of  residential  women  by 
celebrating  the  contributions 
that  women  have  made  to  this 
campus. 

Women,  who  now  comprise 
more  than  50  percent  of  cur¬ 
rently  enrolled  full-time  students 
have  definitely  come  a  long  way.

Bur-man.  She  also  becomes  in¬ 
volved  with  Moon  Face  Martin 
and  Billy  Crocker 

Other  characters  in  the  mu¬ 
sical  are  Moon  Face's  side  kick 
Bonnie  played  by  Tracy  Marks, 
the  Purser/Steward  played  by 
Jason  Grzegorek.  The  role  of  the 


Captain  of  the  ship  is  played  by 
Brian  Guerre.  Reno  Sweeney's 
angels  are  played  by  Sherrie 
Forsythe,  Sherrie  Jankowski, 
and  Jaime  Martin.

A  spring  musical  is  performed 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College  every 
year.  This  year,  there  are  a  lot  of 
fresh  faces  on  the  scene;  people 
who  have  not  performed  a  musi¬ 
cal  at  Saint  Joseph's  before,  but 
are  very  excited  to  do  so. 

Grzegorek  commented  on  the

This  weekend's  production 
of  “Anything  Goes'  will  bring  the 
house  lights  down  on  the  shin¬ 
ing  careers  of  two  of  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph's  best  preforming  artists, 
Ted  Novak  and  Sara  Burman. 
These  two  have  acted  side  by 
side  on  the  stage  here  for  the 
past  four  years.  This  weekend 
for  the  first  time,  they  will  get  a 
chance  to  act  opposite  of  each 
other. 

Burman  said,  “Anything 
Goes’  has. .."finally  given  me  a 
chance  to  work  closer  to  Ted  In  a 
show.  We  have  both  been  In 
quite  a  few  shows  here,  but  we 
never  got  the  chance  to  sing  and 
play  up  to  each  other  like  we  do 
In  this  show.. .this  Is  a  great  way 
to  end  my  acting  career  at  Saint 
Joe.* 

While,  their  acting  careers  at 
Saint  Joe  's  are  being  finished  up 
this  weekend,  the  experience  and 
memories  they  have  gained  over 
the  past  four  years  will  be  ever¬ 
lasting.  Novak  commented  on 
the  knowledge  he  has  gained 
from  the  stage,  “Being  on  stage 
has  given  me  a  deeper  insight 
into  people.. .acting  gives  me  a 
better  sense  of  people." 

Burman  said  of  her  experi¬ 
ence,  "Theater...  has  given  me 
the  ability  to  feel  more  confident 
when  I  speak  In  public.  It  has 


also  given  me  the  ability  to  take 
criticism.’ 

It  Is  not  the  cheers  of  the 
crowed  nor  the

Novak  and  Bur¬ 
man.  Rather.  It  Is 
the  friends  they 
have  made.  Bur¬

I 
have  made  so 
many  great  friends 
through  the  past 
shows,  but  proba¬ 
bly  most  during 
this  show.” 

Novak  re¬ 
marked,  “The  best 
part  about  theater 
Is  not  the  shows  or 
the  applause,  but 
It’s  the  people.  I’ve 
gotten  the  oppor¬ 
tunity  to  work  with  some  great 
talent,  and  that's  Incredible.  It's 
the  friends  that  I've  made  that 
make  every  show  worth  while.* 

What  has  made  theater  au¬ 
dience.  Novak  said,  “I  have 
seen  my  friends  do  theater  at 
other  colleges,  and  It  Is  not  the 


same.  Saint  Joe  Is  really  sup¬ 
portive  of  the  shows,  and  that 
makes  a  difference.  Not  only  do

Cole  Porter,  Indiana's  golden  son  of  composing

Indiana  Is  know  for  It's  bas¬ 
ketball  but  not  for  It's  composers. 
Many  people  do  not  know  that 
Cole  Porter  was  bom  In  nearby 
Pern.  Indiana.  This  man  was  a 
composer  and  lyricist  of  some  of 
the  most  skillful  and  sophisti¬ 
cated  musical  comedies  In  the 
1930's  era.  Porter  was  bom  In 
1892  and  died  In  1964  but  his 
work  will  be  remembered  for 
decades  to  come. 

The  Saint  Joseph's  Theatri¬ 
cal  Department  will  be  perform¬ 
ing  one  of  Cole  Porters  plays  titled 
“Anything  Goes’.  This  play  was 
wrote  In  1934.  Other  pieces  he 
was  famous  for  were: 

•  The  Gay  Divorce  -1932 

•  Duberry  was  a  Lady  -  1939 

•  Kiss  me  Kate  -  1948 

Porter  started  his  song  writ¬ 
ing  career  at  Yale  where  he  wrote 


material  for  student  shows  as 
well  as  the  Yale  Bulldog  Song. 
His  popular  songs  Include  such 
standards  as: 

•  Begin  the  Begulne 

•  My  Heart  Belongs  to 
Daddy 

*  Night  &  Day 

*  Don't  Fence  Me  In 

Porters  belonged  to  a  gen¬ 
eration  of  Broadway  compos¬ 
ers  and  lyricists  led  by  Jerome 
Kern  that  cultivated  an  audi¬ 
ence  to  their  music  rather  than 
writing  formulaic  popular 
songs. 

According  to  The  New 
Yorker"  (Issue  Oct-91)  Porter 
was  also  a  singer-songwriter- 
not  J  ust  a  party  entertainer  but 
someone  who  actually  made 
records,  piping  away  In  an 
“amiably  off-center  voice,  the 
twang  of  a  soigne  banshee". 


“Anything  Goes"  gave  Porter 
five  song  hits  and  ended  up  to  be 
one  of  the  most  popular  musical 
comedies  of  Its  day. 

In  November  of  1934,  Wil¬ 
liam  Gaxton  and  Victor  Moore 
co-starred  In  "Anything  Goes" 
and  It  played  for  420  perform¬ 
ances  during  the  years  of  the 
1930’s.  Credits  contribute  the 
success  of  the  show  to  the  excel¬ 
lent  teamwork  and  hilarious 
individual  performances  of  these 
two  actors  but  believe  the  credit 
of  the  box  office  sales  must  go  to 
Porter  and  actress  Ethel  Mer¬ 
man. 

“Anything  Goes*  deals  with 
a  romance  between  the  charac¬ 
ters  played  by  Gaxton  and  Moore 
aboard  a  luxury  liner.  The  play¬ 
boy  Is  In  pursuit  of  the  leading 
lady  but  he  has  neglected  to 
book  his  passage  and  asks 


Moore,  who  Is  disguised  as  a 
minister  but  Is  really  Public 
Enemy  Number  1.  to  help  him 
avoid  being  caughL  Gaxton  wins 
the  lady,  who  was  played  by 
Bettlna  Hall  and  Moore  Is  left  at 
the  end  dissatisfied  to  find  that 
the  FBI  no  longer  Is  Interested  In 
hunting  Gaxton  down. 

Only  four  musical  comedies 
produced  during  this  decade 
reached  over  the  400  perform¬ 
ance  record  and  “Anything  Goes" 
was  one  of  them. 

Records  show  that  the  origi¬ 
nal  writers  were  P.G.  Wodehouse 
and  Guy  Bolton  and  this  play 
dealt  with  an  odd  assortment  of 
characters  that  were  ship¬ 
wrecked.  The  play  was  said  to 
be  rewritten  by  Howard  Lindsay 
and  Russel  Croush.  ‘Anything 
Goes"  is  a  play  that  significantly 
highlighted  Porters'  career.

Strong  pitching,  offensive  attack  key  for  Pumas 

Rival  Lewis  next  test  for  the  fundamentally  sound  Puma  baseball  team 


The  Puma  baseball  team  will  play  a 
two  game  conference  series  today  against 
Lewis  University  In  hopes  of  Improving 
their  12-5  record  and  3-1  record  In  the 
Great  Lakes  Valley  Conference. 

The  Pumas  played  a  total  of  1 1  games 
over  spring  break,  sis  the  team  travelled 
to  Boca  Raton.  Florida  sis  well  as  West 
Palm  Beach  and  Miami.  The  Pumas 
came  back  from  the  trip  9-2  and  accord¬ 
ing  to  senior  Jim  Batuslch,  on  top  of  their 
game. 

'We  really  had  a  total  team  effort  In 
Florida."  said  Batuslch.  "On  the  offen¬ 
sive  side,  we  didn't  have  one  big  star, 
everyone  contributed.  If  one  guy  had  a 
bad  day,  there  was  someone  else  there  to 
pick  him  up. 

Leading  the  Pumas  offensively  was 


senior  Brett  LaBlne,  who  connected  for 
17  hits  Including  a  homerun  for  a  .425 
average.  As  a  team,  the  Pumas  hit  .309 
for  the  eight  day  trip 

According  to  Batuslch.  the  pitching 
staff  for  the  Pumas  also  had  a  good  spring 
training  trip.  "The  pitchers  did  what  they 
were  expected  to  do,"  he  said.  "The  word 
was  out  that  we  had  a  good  pitching  staff 
and  the  pitchers  came  through  and  did  a 
great  Job." 

Sophomore  Bob  Bowser  lead  the  way 
for  the  staff,  winning  2  games  and  saving 
one.  Junior  Reid  Hensley  and  freshman 
Marc  Macias  also  won  two  games  to  help 
the  Pumas  to  a  9-2  record  and  a  3.35 
earned  run  average. 

Since  the  trip,  the  Pumas  are  3-2, 
losing  only  to  Purdue  University  and  a 


conference  game  against  Indiana/Pur¬ 
due  of  Fort  Wayne.  According  to  Junior 
Mo  Sylvano,  the  Pumas  are  on  a  roll. 

"Any  time  a  team  can  win  three  or 
four  games  In  a  row  by  only  a  few  runs, 
it's  a  sign  of  a  good  team,"  he  said.  "Right 
now,  everything  seems  to  be  clicking. 
We  re  getting  good  pitching,  good  hitting, 
and  our  defense  is  starting  to  come 
around." 

The  Pumas  travel  to  Lewis  today  for  a 
GLVC  game  and  then  to  Southern  Illinois 
this  weekend  for  six  team  tournament. 
These  games,  especially  against  Lewis, 
are  big  games  according  to  senior  John 
Buday. 

'There  are  rivals  in  sports  like  the 
Lakers  and  Celtics,  or  Indiana  and  Pur¬ 
due,  but  Saint  Joe  and  Lewis  should  be 


In  there  too,"  he  said.  "These  conference 
games  are  really  big  considering  Lewis  Is 
one  of  the  powerhouses  In  the  confer¬ 
ence.  We  have  no  problem  getting  ready 
for  big  games  like  these." 

According  to  Batuslch.  the  Pumas 
simply  need  to  do  what  they've  done  so 
far  this  season  to  be  successful.  'The  key 
to  our  offensive  game  was  the  running 
game  and  bunting  game.  We  put  the  ball 
In  play  and  ran  the  bases  well,  which 
made  things  happen.  We  need  to  con¬ 
tinue  this  to  utilize  our  offensive 
strengths,"  said  Batuslch.

The  hightop  shoes  are  airing 
out  and  the  Pumas  jerseys  are 
put  away.  The  men  don't  know 
what  to  do  with  their  time  when 
3:00  p.m.  rolls  around.  SJC 
men's  basketball  is  now  a  thing 
of  the  past,  a  conversational 
piece.  The  team  ended  a  suc¬ 
cessful  season,  losing  to  Ken¬ 
tucky  Wesleyan.  49-56.  on 
March  the  8th. 

The  Pumas  took  second  place 
in  the  Great  Lakes  Valley  Con¬ 
ference  behind  Southern  Indi¬ 
ana.  the  conference  winner  with 
a  good  chance  of  winning  the 
national  championship.  Saint 
Joseph's  College  finished  the 
season  with  a  GLVC  record  of 
13-5  and  20-8  overall.  The 
Pumas  were  team  leaders  in 
scoring  defense  and  field  goal 
percnetage  defense.  They  were 
also  in  the  top  three  standings  in 
scoring  margin,  field  goal  per¬ 
centage,  and  free  throw  percent¬ 
age.  "We  didn't  have  one  confer¬ 
ence  standout.  Without  having 
leaders  in  the  league,  our  stand¬ 
ings  in  the  statistics  say  a  lot 
about  the  team,"  commented 
Coach  Bill  Bland. 

According  to  Bland  and  his 
men.  this  season  had  some  major 
highlights.  "We  made  it  to  the 
NCAA  tournament.  We  beat 
Kentucky  Wesleyan  not  once, 
but  twice.  We  finished  second  in 
the  GLVC.  And  we  definitely  had 
the  best  defense  in  the  league," 
said  Bland. 

"This  season  has  been  full  of 


accomplishments.  We  were 
successful  in  terms  of  wins  and 
loses.  Both  defensively  and  of¬ 
fensively  we  played  a  good  game 
of  ball.  It  was  because  of  team¬ 
work,  "  commented  Coach  Bland. 
"Everyone  contributed  in  his  own 
way  to  make  the  season  what  it 
was." 

"It  was  a  fun  year.  I  learned 
a  lot  from  the  guys.

As  everybody  knows,  espe¬ 
cially  Bland,  it  will  be  difficult  to 
replace  the  six  seniors.
